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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's argumetns have been fully 
considered but are not found to be persuasive. The Applicants arguments point to the specification which teaches that when the body is in 
a flattent state light which is reflected into the lumen 50 hits a reflextor and is prevented from reaching the detector. However, the claim 
states delivering "the illuminating light beam axially through the lumen. ..the light when the body is in a flattened configuration being 
reflected into the lumen and prevent from reaching the detector." This limitation states that, when the body is flattened, the light is reflected 
into the lumen and prevent from reaching the detector. Not, light which is reflected into the lumen in the flattened state is prevented from 
reaching the detector. The Examiner notes a clarification fo the claims to recite that the portion of the light which is reflected off the 
flattented configuration into the lumen is prevent from reaching the detector would overcome the preceeding 35 USC 1 01 and 1 1 2 
rejections. 
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
